This series of texts has been writtenin the 
light of the Institute’s experience in teaching English to almost 200,000 Spanish- 


speaking people during a twenty-four yeat period, and has been successfully

This book is based on our conviction that the teaching of a second language 
ln most effective if the student first learns to speak, regardless of whether the 
eventual aim is speaking, understanding, writing, reading, or all four. We believe

The grammatical explanations given here are to be used by the student as a 
source of reference for the basic structure patterns taught in BOOKS ONE 
through EIGHT of the American English Course. No attempt has been made to 
jive a detailed analysis of English grammar. Only the important points of each 
jtructure pattern reviewed in this book are given here, with reference to the 
io the course where the structure pattern was first presented. 


NIT ONE: VERB TENSES 
1. English has three principal time divisions: PAST, PRESENT and FU- 
TURE, expressed by the simple tenses. Each division is subdivided into 
tenses so as to express other aspects within its general time. 
2. The basic English sentence contains a SUBJECT, a VERB and a COM- 
PLEMENT. Their word order changes according to whether a sentence 


is affirmative, interrogative or negative. 


3. The simple PRESENT TENSE of verbs in English usually indicates a 
customary or habitual action or situation or fact that is generally and 
constantly true. 


Example: a) My brother IS a lawyer. 
b) Dr. Allen WORKS about ten hours a day.

Like its corresponding adjective, the form of the pronoun is deter- 
mined by the possessor, and never by the thing possessed. They are also 
invariable in form. 

Example: Is that your pencil on the floor? 
No, it isn’t MINE. Isn’t it YOURS?

3. POSSESSIVE NOUNS 
A. We add an apostrophe and f‘s’’ (’s) to @ singular noun to show that a 
person (or an animal) is the owner or possessor of something. The 
thing possessed may be singular or plural.

(Dorothy’S dresses are very pretty.) 
b) Charles’S brother is a lawyer.

2. The PRESENT PERFECT TENSE is also used to express an action 
or condition which began at some indefinite time in the past and con- 
tinues to exist up to the present time. 

Examples: Mr. Russell HAS WORKED in Mexico for ten years. 
or 
Mr. Russell HAS WORKED in Mexico since 19+-

The Spencers’ car wasn’t in front of their house yesterday. 

They MUST’VE BEEN out of town. (probable deduction)

1. There are three main types of conditional clauses (IF CLAUSES) in 


English. Each has a fixed verb form which is used in combination with 
the verb form in the principal clause of the sentence to express a certain 
idea of time. 

a) The first kind of IF CLAUSE is used to express a probable future action 
‘cif another action is fulfilled.’’ To indicate this kind of idea, the verb 
in the IF clause is used in the PRESENT TENSE and the verb in the 
main clause is used in the FUTURE TENSE (will, be going to). 
Example: If you GO to bed early tonight, you’LL GET a good night’s 


rest. 


b) The second kind of IF CLAUSE is used to express an action in pre- 
sent time which is not true (contrary to fact). The verb in the IF 
clause is used in the PAST TENSE, and WOULD + the simple form 
of another verb is used in the main clause. 


Example: If you WENT to bed earlier every night, you WOULD GET 
more rest than you do. ; 

c) The third kind of IF CLAUSE is used to express a past action which 
is contrary to fact. The PAST PERFECT TENSE is used in the IF 
clause to express this idea, and the compound auxiliary WOULD 
HAVE +# the past participle of another verb is used in the main clause. 


Example: If you HAD GONE to bed early last night, you WOULD 
HAVE GOTTEN more rest. 


. The IF CLAUSE may be placed at the beginning of the sentence with a 


comma after it, or at the end of the sentence when no comma is used. 
The words WILL and WOULD are not used in the IF CLAUSES presented 
here. | 
Examples: If I have time tonight, I’ll go to the movies.

Example; We’re studying hard SO we CAN PASS the next exam.

Examples: WHY did you take a taxi to class today? 
I took a taxi SO I’D GET here on time. 


3. Sequence of tenses must be observed in PURPOSE CLAUSES. If the verb 


in the main clause is in a present tense or a future tense, CAN or WILL 
with the simple form of another verb must be used in the PURPOSE 
CLAUSE. If the verb in the main clause is in a past tense form, COULD 
or WOULD with the simple form of another verb must be used. 
Example: a) My father GETS up early every morning SO (THAT) he CAN 
have breakfast before he goes to work. 
b) Mr. Clark SENT his daughter to France last year SO (THAT) 
she COULD study French.

It is 
formed by some tense of the verb HAVE + another (complement) + the 
simple form of another verb. The verb HAVE may be used in any desired

tense or form, but the second verb in the sentence is always the simple 
form. . 
Examples: Mr. Miller often HAS his secretary GO to the bank for him, 
He HAD her GO to the bank yesterday. 
He’S GOING TO HAVE her GO to the bank again tomorrow.

4. This structure expresses the same idea as the one in A above, exceny ) 

that here another person is not usually mentioned in the sentence. As in ¢ 

the other form, the verb HAVE may be used in any tense, but here the — 
second verb is always a past participle. 


Examples: I HAD a tooth PULLED yesterday. 
I’M GOING TO HAVE another one PULLED next week. 


I’VE HAD four teeth PULLED in the last six months. 


2. In interrogative and negative sentences, the verb HAVE is used with the 4 
auxiliaries DO, DOES and DID in the present and past tenses; with BE in ‘

b) HAS your boss HAD you work overtime lately?
